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ROYAL borough leaders got a 
glimpse into the future when a 
stunning self-driving robot rolled 
into town last week. 

Council leader Denise Hyland spoke at 
the launch event in Greenwich for the 
UK roadshow of the automated delivery 
carts last Thursday (March 10) which 
was part of the celebrations to mark the 
first 1,000 miles covered by the robots. 

The six-wheeled revelation was 


unveiled to mark the launch of 
the UK roadshow that will see the 
robots operating right here in Royal 
Greenwich - and local people could soon 
be seeing them on the streets, helping 
with everything from delivering their 
shopping to getting their laundry to the 
dry cleaners. 

The very first customer in the world 
to receive a delivery by the robot will 
be in Thamesmead next month. A 


partnership between the council and 
developers Starship Technologies will 
see the robots trialled over a six-month 
period - with the royal borough the first 
location in the world outside Estonia, 
where the company’s founders are 
based, to experience the revolutionary 
delivery system. 

First launched in November 2015, the 
robot is designed for local delivery of 
goods and groceries for consumers for 


under £1 per shipment. The robots use 
pavements like pedestrians, travelling 
at slow speeds and with zero emissions. 
The public introduction programme 
aims to demonstrate how easily the 
friendly curb-side robots can integrate 
into human life. 

This is all part of the council’s Smart 
City strategy - which involves the royal 
borough developing innovative ways of

LORRY, truck and van drivers 
are working with the royal 
borough to drive forward 
a new scheme to tackle air 
pollution on local roads. 

The council has launched 
the new green scheme to help 
commercial fleet operators 
reduce vehicle emissions 
and ensure their vehicles are 
environmentally friendly. 

The ECO Stars fleet 
recognition scheme was 
launched at the council's 
Birchmere distribution centre 
last week (March 9) and is 
the council's latest move to 
improve local air quality. 

The scheme encourages 
and supports operators 
of HGVs, vans, buses and 
coaches to run their fleets 
more efficiently. As part of 
the scheme, ECO Stars fleet 
experts assess each fleet and 
award a star rating based on 
current performance. They

then produce a 'roadmap' 
of recommendations which 
will help operators to reduce 
vehicle emissions and 
operating costs. 

Companies which use royal 
borough roads can join the 
scheme for free and the 
first to sign up included the 
council's own fleet operators, 
parcel delivery firm DHL and 
the University of Greenwich. 

Representatives attended 
the scheme launch where 
they were presented with 
certificates recognising their 
initial star ratings by Cllr 
Danny Thorpe, the borough's 
cabinet member for 
regeneration and transport. 

He said: "The launch of 
the ECO Stars scheme in 
Greenwich marks a new 
chapter for both us and 
our partners in working to 
improve the borough's air 
quality. I am looking forward 


to seeing how we take our 
Road Maps forward and all 
aim for a 5 star rating so that 
we can run cleaner, safer and 
greener fleets." 

The ECO Stars Fleet 
Recognition Scheme was 
originally set up in South 
Yorkshire, in 2009, when 
local councils wanted to 
tackle local air quality issues 
caused by transport. There 
are now 21 schemes in the 
UK and several in Europe. So 
far, individual schemes have 
more than 400 members with 
over 45,000 vehicles. 

Ann Beddoes, ECO Stars 
scheme manager, from 
Barnsley Metropolitan 
Borough Council, said: "I am 
delighted that Royal Borough 
of Greenwich have joined the 
ECO Stars Fleet Recognition 
and wish them every success 
in their drive to reduce air 
pollution."

More join campaign against strong alcohol sales 


MORE businesses have signed up to 
the council’s ‘Reduce the Strength’ 
campaign’, which aims to cut down 
on problem drinking by encouraging 
off-licences to take cheap, high- 
strength lager and cider off the 
shelves. 

Since the scheme started in 2013, more than 
70 local off-licences across the borough have 
committed not to sell beer, lager or cider that 
is more than 6.5 per cent proof. 

Most alcohol sellers in Woolwich town 
centre have joined the scheme, and new 
ones in Plumstead, Abbey Wood, Woolwich 
Riverside and Glyndon have also joined in 
the last year. 

The police and council licensing officers are 
specifically targeting streets and roads that 
have a reputation for alcohol-related crime, 
antisocial behaviour and homelessness. 

Business owners taking part in the scheme 
have seen a sharp fall in alcohol-related 
crime. Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for community safety and 
environment, welcomed the surge in new 
businesses joining the campaign. She said: 
“It is very encouraging to see the council and 
local businesses working so closely together 


to stop the very serious issue of alcohol 
abuse. The Reduce the Strength campaign 
delivers on so many fronts, including 
reducing antisocial behaviour, tackling 
street drinking, limiting the availability 
cheap, high-strength lagers and ciders and 
also helping those struggling to with alcohol 
abuse to seek help through a range of drug 
and alcohol treatment services.” 

The campaign is part of a three-pronged 
approach to tackling alcohol abuse in the 
borough. This involves working with local 


businesses to reduce the availability of 
high-strength drinks, working alongside 
Greenwich Drug and Alcohol Treatment 
services to ensure that people receive 
specialist treatment and support for their 
addictions, and working with Public Health, 
the NHS and other partners to educate 
people on the dangers of heavy alcohol 
consumption.

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Huge investment 
in council housing 


THE council has agreed a multi- 
million pound investment programme 
as the latest step in a package of 
measures to tackle the housing 
shortage. 

The £41m programme includes updating 
and modernising its own stock of housing 
over the next year, and supporting low 
income families who rent in the private 
sector. 

The Barnfield Estate in Plumstead, 
the Well Hall tower block in Well Hall 
Road, Eltham, and homes in John Wilson 
Street, Woolwich, will get improvements 
to bring them up to modern standards as 
part of the housing capital programme 
agreed over the next year. 

The council also recently adopted 
the new Greenwich Homes Standard 
which gives a comprehensive ‘whole 
house approach’ to refurbishing 
and improvement work. It aims to 
minimise disruption while carrying 
out maintenance work on the external 
and communal areas such as roofs, 
insulation, heating and windows. 

Planned improvement work also 
involves tackling damp through 
insulation, improved ventilation and 
energy-saving systems to help families 
reduce the costs of heating and lighting

their homes. The programme also 
includes renewing lifts, structural and 
electrical work and replacing heating 
systems. 

At the same time, the council will work 
with landlords to ensure health and safety 
requirements are met - particularly when 
it comes to fire safety. The council already 
runs its own landlords support scheme 
which targets rogue landlords and it 
has been awarded cash from a £5 million 
government pot to take on irresponsible 
landlords who force tenants to live in 
squalid and dangerous properties. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the council’s cabinet 
member for housing, said: “Tackling 
homelessness is one of the biggest 
challenges facing councils across the 
country and with severe cuts to local 
government funding, we have to find 
more cost-effective ways to find a lasting 
solution to homelessness. We are building

The council has been awarded the sixth highest 
share of a £5 million government grant to tackle 
irresponsible landlords. 

The funding means the council 
can carry out more raids, increase 
property inspections, issue a 
greater number of statutory 
notices, survey more streets and 
demolish sheds and prohibited 
buildings. It will also help the 
council to root out more 'beds 
in sheds' - where buildings are often rented to 
vulnerable people and migrants by landlords 
who charge extortionate rents to live in 
cramped conditions. 

It is all part of the council's work to protect 
residents in private accommodation. Cllr 
Jackie Smith, the council's cabinet member

for community safety and environment, said: 
"The vast majority of landlords act responsibly 
and within the law. However, we will always 
act to protect residents by taking strong action 
against the small number who 
act exploitatively and force their 
tenants to live in overcrowded 
and squalid accommodation. 
This funding will help the 
council in further ensuring that 
private tenants are protected 
from any unscrupulous 
behaviour they might encounter 
when renting a home."

LOCAL people across the royal 
borough are quitting smoking their 
way - and the huge range of support 
available through the Greenwich 
Stop Smoking Service means there 
has never been a better time to give 
up for good. 

Run by the council and the Charlton 
Athletic community Trust (CACT), 
a Stop Smoking Service roadshow is 
currently touring venues across the 
borough. In the weeks since it began, 
almost 200 people have signed up to 
receive support to stop smoking after a 
one-to-one meeting. 

The roadshow runs until March 19 


and offers tailored help in quitting - 
even for people that have tried to stop 
before. Trained advisors are on hand 
to offer practical support every step 
of the way, including lung age tests, 
carbon monoxide readings and lots of 
useful advice. They can suggest a plan 
to stop smoking suited to each person 
- from drop-in centres to stop smoking 
medications and e-cigarettes. 

One resident who has benefited from 
the roadshow is Helen Clancy, 29, from 
New Eltham, who started smoking 
when she was 14 years old. 

She told GT: “I was walking out of a 
supermarket and a guy in a CACT jacket 
asked if I was a smoker. I told him I was

QEH is a smoke-free zone 


PATIENTS, staff and visitors are no longer 
allowed to smoke at Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Woolwich, either inside or outside 
the building. 

Lewisham and Greenwich NHS Trust, which 
runs the hospital, took the decision to go 
smoke-free from last Wednesday, March 9. 

It means that smoking cigarettes, pipes 
or cigars is no longer allowed at any of its 
hospitals or community sites. 

Trust chief executive Tim Higginson said 
the decision had been made to protect and 
improve the health and wellbeing of all 
patients, visitors and staff. 

"Our role is to care for people at their most 
vulnerable and our environment should 
support this. By not allowing smoking on our 
property we are helping to protect people 
from the harmful effects of smoking,"he said. 


Cllr David Gardner, cabinet member for 
health, social care and public health, said 
Greenwich Council fully supported the move. 

"Smoking remains an important public 
health issue for us, and our campaigns in 
Greenwich have had considerable success in 
helping reduce the level of smoking in the 
borough," he said. 

"We encourage any smoker - whether 
they are a hospital patient or a visitor - who 
wants to use this as an opportunity to quit, 
to contact our stop smoking service for free 
advice and support."

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and he then asked if I’d thought about 
giving up. I admitted I had occasionally 
thought about it, so we went to a room 
where we could sit down and talk more 
about how I could start. They took a CO 
reading - which measures the carbon 
monoxide in your lungs - and it was 
quite high. It immediately made me not 
want to smoke anymore.” 

Helen was given nicotine patches to 
manage her cravings. She quit soon 
after her first meeting and has now been 
smoke-free for four weeks. 

She continued: “I feel like a completely 
different person. I go back to Eltham 
once a week to collect more patches 
and Mark, the person I first met on the 
high street, has been there every time 


for a chat. 

“He’s really easy to talk to so I feel I can 
be honest with him. I’d been suffering 
with cravings over the past few days so 
he gave me some nicotine gum, which 
he said might help. I joined a gym a 
couple of weeks ago and have been going 
regularly. I thought that now I’d started 
to get healthier I thought I’d put the 
money I was saving towards something 
useful. 

“I really can’t thank the guys enough. 
I’d probably still be smoking if I hadn’t 
met Mark that day. He gave me just the 
push I needed. I’d definitely recommend 
the service.” 

Cllr David Gardner, the council’s 
cabinet member for health, social care 


and public health, said: “Greenwich’s 
public health campaign to reduce 
smoking in the borough has been 
remarkably successful. Having had one 
of the worst smoking rates, the borough 
now has a prevalence well below the 
national average. 

“We now want to continue to help 
support the small minority that still 
smoke to give up. You’re four times 
more likely to quit with support, so our 
friendly advisors will be on hand to 
help you choose your best way to stop 
smoking.”

Shopkeeper fined for illegal cigarette sales 


A SHOPKEEPER who admitted 
selling illicit tobacco and spirits 
has been fined £1,900 by Bexley 
magistrates. 

Sher Thapa told the court he had 
bought the goods from a man in 
a white van but admitted that he 
should have made more stringent 
checks before stocking them at his 
All Save store in Lakedale Road, 
Plumstead. 

Excise duty should have been 
paid on the alcohol, and the court 
heard that the store had come 
to the attention of the council's 
trading standards team on 
previous occasions for evading 
duty on bottles of spirits and for 
selling counterfeit cigarettes. 

Officers from trading standards 
and from Her Majesty's Revenue 


and Customs (HMRC) visited the 
store with a detection dog on July 
6 last year and found quantities of 
tobacco. 

Several packets of cigarettes 
later failed self-extinguishing 
tests and others were found to be 
counterfeit. 

The court ordered that the 
seized goods should be forfeited 
and MrThapa's personal licence 


was suspended for 12 weeks, 
preventing him from selling 
alcohol during that time. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet 
member for community safety & 
environment said: "There is a clear 
link between the availability of 
illegal tobacco and high smoking 
rates. We are working very hard 
to ensure that such products 
are removed from sale and that 


the shopkeepers are firmly 
reprimanded." 

She added: "All forms of tobacco 
pose a health risk but illegal 
tobacco which fails the self- 
extinguishing test can also be a 
serious fire risk. Those retailers 
stocking such products 
are endangering residents and we 
will continue our efforts to clamp 
down on such sales."

T HE royal borough is taking a lead 
in bringing health and social care 
services more closely together 
to ensure that residents get the most 
comprehensive care possible. This 
pioneering new approach is making 
services more responsive to local 
people, allowing them to lead more 
independent lives, while reducing 
hospital admissions and cutting costs.
